"purge," the veteran democratic 
representative, John J. O'Connor, 
was turned down., by his own 
party, but nominated for re-elec-

tion by the republicans, in Tues- 
day's New York primaries. 
Final returns attested the nar- 
rowness of the new deal victory— 
a maigm of 553 ^otes for James 
H. Fay, the president's specific 
rhoice, out of more than 16,000 
democratic votes cast. 
But while the democratic race 
was close, old line republicans 
were so triumphant in putting 
O'Connor over in that primary 
against Allen W. Dulles, the choice 
of Republican' National Commit- 
teeman Designate Kenneth Simp- 
sen and his liberal associates, that 
an effort by the old guard to re- 
capture pai ty conti ol was fore- 
castO'Connor, denounced by Simp- 
son as a democratic "castoll" who 
had "blackjacked his way" into 
the republican lists, won ovci 
Dulles by 2,953 to 1,696, while 
Simpson's 
leadership was being 
challenged in yet another quarter. 


Opposed for the relatively minor 
job of membership on the state

Simpson appeared winner by so 
narrow a margin that some repub- 
lican politicians immediately beg.in 
to talk pi ivately of an effort to 
persuade the republican national 
committee not to seat him when 
his recommendation to that body 
comes up for formal action in 
January, 
He alicady is in disfavor with 


many strictly legular republicans 
because of his past collaboration 
at times with the American labor 
party.

State Treasurer Jensen returned 
to his office Wednesday from Des 
Moines where he had gone Tues- 
day to make a study trf Iowa's ail- 
rangement for hiring a deputy to 
take charge of the payment of un- 
employment compensation bene- 
fits. 


Jensen had been infoimed that 


if lie selected a man from the un- 
employment compensation depait- 
ment's civil service eligible list the 
federal government would pay the 
cost of the administration. 


However, there was a "joker" in 
the plan,-Jensen thought, because 
the employe selected, whoever he 
may be, will be bonded under Jen- 
sen's bond.

and formally surrendered to Adolf Hitler's demand 
for partition of the republic.

Czechoslovak republic as consti- 
tuted at Versailles censed in ef- 
fect to exist at 4:55 p. m.

At that hour, the note of accept- 
ance was handed to the British and 
French legations heie. 
The official communique said: 
"The Czech government has Ween 
foiccd under irresistible pressure 
from both the British and French 
governments to accept with pain 
the proposals elaborated in Lon- 
don." 


Poland, Hungary Demanding. 
The British-French plan pro- 


vides for sun ender of the most 
valuable portions of the Sudeten 
German area to Hitler. 
It docs not include surrender of 
other areas to Poland and Hun- 
gai y, but those countries, with 
the approval of Hitler and Pie- 
mier Mussolini of Italy, have no- 
tified the powers that it mtfst be 
done if Germany's claims 
are 
granted. 
The news of surrender sent a 
wave of patriotic indignation thru 
the capital. Extra detachments of 
police were placed at all strategic 
points in the city 
Shortly before 5 p. m., crowds 
began gathering in the 
streets, 
shouting: "Long live the republic! 
Long live Czechoslovakia," 
The temper of a large part of 
the populace and of some of the 
ranks of the army was such that 
the danger of 
national suicide 


uprising—and 


under the boots 


of the troops massed on the other 
side of the German border—was 
not overlooked. 
The wives of the U. S. minister, 
Wilbur J. Carr, and Vinton Chapin, 
first secretary, left for Switzer- 
land.

METHOD SOUGHT FOR 


POTATO INSPECTION 


Seek Way to Protect Ne- 


braska Growers in Inter- 


state Market. 


Some plan by which federal in- 
spection of potatoes grown in Ne- 
braska may be had was the object 
of a conference in which State 
Director Buchholz and three fed- 
eral and state inspection heada 
took part Wednesday morning. 


The men thought that some 
plan could be reached whereby at 
a cost of $3 50 per carload Ne- 
braska growers could get their 
crop inspected and give them the 
benefit of the interstate market. 


Last June 30, the last inspec- 
tion agreement between the state 
and federal departments of agri- 
culture expired.

It io 
the achievement of these balances 
which has made it possible to gov- 
ern a whole continent by one po- 
litical organization for a century 
and a half, marked by expansion 
in area and population beyond 
what the framers could have con- 
ceived, by internal conflict and 
civil war, and by profound changes 
both in the makeup of the popu- 
lation and in social and economic 
conditions. 


This idea of balance is insepar- 


able from a well ordered oociety. 
It is a mistake to think it an ob- 
solete idea of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. It Is a mistake to think it 
something; belonging only to a past 
era of Bftiftftfegmple things. 
The 
bigger, the -more complex a aci- 
ety, the more complex the relatioiia ' 
of groups and associations calling 
for a weighing and balancing of 
their claims, the more complicated 
becomes the task of adjusting their 
conflicting and overlapping inter- 
ests and clashing activities. Hence 
men are driven to an omnicompe- 
tent state, to a superman leader, 
to an administrative absolutism, 
unless they can maintain a system 
of balance. Otherwise there Is an 
anarchy of struggling interests 
in which the off-hand adjustments 
of the time being take the form of 
giving in to the more ruthless or 
more insistent or unreasonable. 


If a shifting from agriculture to 


Industry, from country to city, 
along with economic unification, 
business 
transcending 
political 


lines, and inter-dependence of lo- 
calities, have greatJy Increased the 
task of the central government and 
have made new demands upon fed- 
era ladmlnietratlon, there is more, 
not less, need for checks upon the 
central 
authority 
to 
safeguard 


local Interests in so vast a domain 
in which these changes have come 
and are going on at such varying 
rates. The constitution affords a 
permanent machinery for these 
balances demanded by the vary- 
ing conditions of time and place. 
It Is a constitution for times, not 
for any one time. 
It is one for a 


whole continent, a land of tho 
most diverse local, geographical, 
economic, social and even racial 
conditions. 
We are not a homo- 


geneous people filling a small area 
under uniform geographical, eco- 
nomic and social conditions.

of Japan's eye, for it has all the 
resources which she needs.

Gross, of the agricultural college 
announced a schedule of field meet- 
ings at official corn demonstration 
tests in Burt, Wayne, Dodge, Rich- 
ardson, Nemaha and Knox coun- 
ties. 


Corn in all of the tests has been 


damaged by drouth, Gross says. 
Therefore, varieties and hybrids 
which are most nearly drouth re- 
sistant show up the best. Tests m 
Saline, Madison, Polk and Casa 
counties were damaged even more 
severely. 
At the largest of the 


demonstration 
fields, 
in 
Burt 


county, 276 different varieties ant! 
hybrids are competing for a myth- 
ical 
championship 
under 
1938 
growing; conditions in that area. 
Of these 207 are 
experimental 


hybrids—200 from the Nebraska 
experiment station; five fi'om the 
Iowa station; and two from the 
Ohio station. 
In addition 
there 
are 63 commercial hybrids, 35 
from Illinois,. 21 from Iowa and 
four from Nebraska. Six ordinary 
varieties are included for compari- 
son with the hybrids. 


The number of entries in the 


other tests range from 26 to 54. 
They include hybrids from Mis- 
souri and Indiana In addition to 
those from Nebraska, Iowa, Illi- 
nois and Ohio.

riculum 
become necessary from 


time to lime in the light of chang- 
ing- conditions. But Mr. Boucher 
does not propose to make any such 
changes until he has assured him- 
self that change will achieve the 
desired end. 


Even If the chancellor had pro- 


mised drastic changes, his state- 
ment of policy would have been 
hailed with almost equal plcnsure, 
for it has ended much speculation 
and uncertainty. His statements 
were needed to give the faculty 
something to guide it. 


That the new chancellor has 


formulated the policy he outlined 
Tuesday evening is gratifying to 
all, to the faculty and to persons 
interested in the university.

MORE OR LESS PERSONAL.

He reports the approval 
of a grant for $75,000 toward the 
construction of a hospital at Fre- 
mont that will cost more than 
twice that amount. Mr. Howard is 
a candidate for congress. Securing 
approval of grants for public proj- 
ects will not hurt his candidacy. 
There may be a current belief that 
approval would have been secured 
without hia efforts, but approval 
of the grant will not hurt him. 
Those who argue that public funds 
are 'not being used for political 
purposes may well study the item 
from Columbus. 


The Falls City Journal points 


that if all the WPA projects now 
under consideration get under way 
mere will be a shortage of labor 
in that county. Among the proj- 
ects hoped for are the Rulo bridge 
across the Missouri river, an ex- 
tensive addition to the waterworks 
system, a memorial 
auditorium 


and a number of other smaller 
projects. 


In the mass of criticism that 
has been made concerning the con- 
duct of the state fair there have 
been constructive suggestions. One 
is that the race program be sep- 
arated from other features that 
are piovided to entertain and en- 
lighten the people. Another sug- 
gestion has been that instead of 
paying big money for mediocre 
carnival features real headliner at- 
tractions be secured and that the 
carnival part of ' the show be 
placed in the background. The fair 
managers can profit from discus- 
sions of their work. Nebraska's 
state fair can be made bigger and 
better and more popular. Construc- 
tive criticism should welcome. 


Editor Cramb says that disgust 


in the minds of Falrbury voters 
at the late special election, at 
which a bond issue of $55,000 to 
match a federal gift of $45,000 
for a municipal building was de- 
feated, over the whole aspect of 
federal interference was respon- 
sible, even at the cost of the loss 
of a fine building. Another factor 
was the federal requirement that 
all common labor had to be taken 
off the WPA lists as long as there 
were any men available and that 
these had to be paid 45 cents an 
hour regardless of what other 
common laborers were being paid 
in the community. Mr. Cramb says 
that enough Idle men were avail- 
able at a less wage per hour to do 
the work, and they \yere not men 
trained as arc many 'WPA work- 
ers to do as little as they can for 
the money paid them.

to each dollai 's worth presented. 
Similar plans have been tried else- 
v. here. It Is essentially the same 
as the California plan on which 
Sheridan Downey defeated Williiim 
Gibbs McAdoo for the senatorial 
nomination recently except that in 
California the age limit was 50, 
nnd tile cry was "$30 every Thurs- 
day." while in Kansas it will be 
"$2r> eveiy Tuesday"—a difference 
of $5 but given two days sooner, 
nnd possibly justified on a basis 
of originality in alliteration. 


This is the plan which William 


Aberhart of Alberta province, Can- 
ada, used to back up his social 
credit dividend scheme. It was 
an immediate failure there, because 
merchants, in spite of government 
pressure, refused to accept 
the 


.scrip, and they could not be forced 
to do so.

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WASHINGTON.—With primary 
election 
season 
about 
over, 
it 


appears that virtually the highest 
total vote has been cast in all the 
history oC primary elections. 


Not only has the 1936 primary 


total been exceeded, but also the 
totals of the primaries in the last 
congressional election which clid 
not coincide with the presidential 
contest, namely 1934. 


Compiling the returns from 28 


states whei e primary 
elections 


have just been held, the United 
States News, in a copyrighted arti- 
cle ' this week, reveals that 16,- 
472,099 voters took part in the pn- 
maries th'is year, as compared with 
a 14,179,171 in 1936 and 14,264,013 
in 1934. 


Thus, the 1938 increase ove,r 


1934, 
which is really the better 


year for comparison purposes, was 
about 15 percent. 
If this per- 
centage is maintained in the final 
elections, it may be that 38,000,000 
votes will be cast in this year's 
congressional 
election, 
as 
com- 


pared with 33,000,000 in 1934. It 
is not unusual for a congressional 
election to bring out a smaller vote 
in some instances than a presiden- 
tial race because often, a primary 
race settles the issue for a given 
district or state. The signs point 
to a heavy vote in the northern 
tsates, where interest in many 
primary contests has not been in"- 
tensified 
by presidential 
inter- 


vention. 


Unquestionably, the president's 


effort to form a conservative-lib- 
eral cleavage has accentuated in- 
terest in the primaries this year, 
but 
public attention 
has 
been 


focussed only on those contests 
inside the party where this divi- 
sion can be made. 
In the "vast 


majority of cases, new dealers 
have been renominated without 
opposition in the party primaries 
and they face the barrage of in- 
dependent democratic and repub- 
lican votes for the first time when 
the 
final 
election 
takes 
place. 


Assuming the same type of con- 
troversy which brought out the 
big vote for the primaries, the 
final contests should be partici- 
pated in by an unprecedented 
number of voters for a congres- 
sional off year election. 
It is interesting- to note that, 


of the 28 states from which re- 
ports on the primaries are avail- 
able, the only ones in which the 
1938 vote was less than 1934 were 
Iowa, 
Kansas, Mississippi, 
Mis- 


souri, Nebraska and North Da- 
kota. The main surprise was Iowa, 
where it was behaved that the 
president's opposition to Senator 
Gillette would certainly bring out 
the vote. Farmers may have been 
busy at the time or else local opin- 
ion held that a close contest was 
not foreshadowed. S o m e t i m e s , 
when the outcome is a foregone 
conclusion, many voters do not 
take the trouble, especially in rural 
areas, to go to the polling places. 
There may or may not be, inci- 


dentally, some substance to the 
president's recent contention that 
republicans have been voting- this 
year in the democratic primaries. 
The 28 states show a slightly 
smaller republican total as com- 
pared with 1934, while the demo- 
cratic 
total is about 
2,000,000 
larger than four years ag:o. Many 
republican contests, to be sure, 
were tame affairs with no excite- 
ment, whereas the democratic con- 
tests were in the limelight and 
naturally attracted more attention. 


Just why pi unary votes increase 
or decrease, however, may be re- 
lated to various causes. Thus, in 
Florida, where the poll tax has 
been repealed hince the 1934 elec- 
tions, the increase amounted to 
about 100 percent, whereas, in 
Mississippi, right next cloor, there 
was a decrease of 40 percent. That 
the region where the pi imarics 
are held makes little difference, 
but that local issues do nmy be 
inferred from the fact thnt, of the 
2,000,000 increase 
in the demo- 


cratic total, almost 600,000 came 
from the increased primary vote 
in 
four 
states—Florida, 
North 


Carolina, Tennessee and Texas — 
three of them widely separated 
from cnrh other geogrnpbicnlly. 


Perhaps the reason why 1936 


had a smaller vote over 1034 is 
that party unity is much better in 
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a presidential year than in an off 
year election. Mr. Roosevclt'i ef- 
fort to influence the primaries of 
his own party may leave scars 
which will carry over into the 1940 
preconvention fights and congies- 
sional contests of that year, but 
there is no precedent on which to 
base a judgment because no party 
leader with the prestige and power 
of the presidential office has ever 
carried on. such a far reaching or 
intensive campaign for his own 
candidates as Mr. Roosevelt has 
this yrar. 


The full significance'of the con- 


Fervative-liberal controversy, how- 
ever, may bt> obscured by the com- 
ing1 congressional contests in No- 
vember, 
because 
the lines 
are 


likely to be drawn in many dis- 
tricts between 100 percent support 
of/the new deal on the one hand, 
and middle of the road attitudes 
on the part of republicans and 
democrats, such as the triumphant 
nominees adopted during the pri- 
mary "purge" season.

Castor Oil Is an Irritant. 


The common notion, cherished 


by some old time doctors as well as 
laity, that castor oil is soothing to 
inflammation and hence all r£ght 
to give in any acute abdoMinal 
trouble, is utterly wrong. In fact 
castor oil is an irfitant, produces 
its cathartic effect chiefly by irri- 
tation of the stomach and bowel, 
and is just as harmful or even dan- 
gerous in the presence of acute 
bellyache as is any other laxative 
or cathartic. * 


An acute digestive disturbance, 


whether accompanied with colic, 
pain or just vague distress and 
tension must always be regarded 
as possible appendicitis, and there- 
fore it is dangerous for the pa- 
tient to take any kind of a laxative 
or cathartic until the question of 
appendicitis is definitely settled. 
Administration of a physic in the 
early stage of appendicitis 
in- 


creases the chance of rupture and 
general peritonitis ensuing, wheth- 
er operation is done or not. There- 
fore the warning should be pasted 
in the medicine cupboard: Laxa- 
tives are bad medicine for belly- 
ache. 


Castor oil is good medicine for 


external use. Being somewhat sol- 
uble in alcohol a few drops of it 
will improve hair tonics or dan- 
druff lotions which leave scalp of 
hair too dry. 


A drop of castor oil in the eye 


will relieve irritation caused by 
sand or by granular lids. 


A mixture of equal parts of cas- 


tor oil, olive oil and lanolin may 
be used with advantage by prin- 
ters and other workers 
whose 
hands are much exposed to chem- 
icals, solvents and harsh cleaning 
agents. Apply a few drops to skin 
of hands and arms before begin- 
ning work for the day, and again 
after cleaning up at the end of 
the day. 


Altogether castor oil has prob- 


ably done much more harm than 
good in the world. It has contrib- 
uted much to the repugnance for 
medicine on the part of sick chil- 
dren and to the suspicion or fear 
of the doctor on the part of every- 
body. Of course there are ways to 
disguise the 
nauseous taste of 
castor oil and tricks of adminis- 
tering it so that a dose may be 
taken without breaking any com- 
mandments. But for the life of me 
I 
can't 
understand 
why any 


youngster 
who doesn't particu- 


larly rare for castor oil on his 
pancakes 
or 
on 
his 
stomach 
should take any. Please put this 
in the medicine cupboard too 


Of course a sick doctor is a fool 


to try to doctor himself. If I were 
sick I'd submit to the care of' a 
well doctor, and if he proscribed 
a beaker of castor oil and maybe 
a nice big dose of calomel and 
careful protection ngainst drafts 
I'd take it all without argument 
or else I'rl fire the doctor and call 
in an x\p to date man. For I sup- 
pose ns long as old wives' tales 


No Game for Amateurs 


are told some doctors will con- 
tinue to prescribe castor oil and 
for all I know there may be hon-

BOUCHER GIVES CLEAR 


PICTURE OF PROGRAM 


Tells University Faculty He 


Won't Be Dogmatic in 


Administration, 


Chancellor C. S. Boucher and 
the faculty of the University of 
Nebraska were 
officially 
intro- 


duced to each other at a banquet 
and 
reception 
in 
the 
Student 


Union 
ballroom Tuesday 
night. 


Nearly 700 members of the "uni- 
versity family" saw Regent Stan- 
ley Long present Dr. Boucher and 
heard their new executive outline 
the principles by which his ad- 
ministration will be guided 
Following a 7 o'clock dinner, Dr. 


Rufus A. layman, senior dean, pre- 
sided over a two hour session of 
introductions. Dr. D. D. Whitney 
greeted the new chancellor and 
Mrs. Boucher on behalf of the 
faculty. 


Chancellor'Boucher said in part: 
"in my days as a faculty mem- 


ber, I have served under eight uni- 
versity presidents and chancellors. 
Some of these men were personi- 
fications of most of the best quali- 
ties that a man m such a position 
should possess; but J have learned 
from direct observation and expe- 
rience that a president or chancel- 
lor as an individual and as an ad- 
ministrator may be any one of a 
variety of possible combinations, 


pislikes Dogmatism. 


"If there is any trait listed as 
undesiiable in a chancellor, upon 
which T can give you assurance 
without embarrassment because of 
undue self-consciousness, it is that 
of dogmatism. The more I study 
this 
business of education, 
the 


more 1 become convinced that no 
one has a right to be dogmatic in 
the use of sweeping generaliza- 
tions about any phase of the educa- 
tional process. 
"This conclusion does not neces- 
sarily, or even impliedly, lead one 
to be reluctant or hesitant to make 
decisions in the light of the best 
available evidence and tested re- 
sults; it rather points to the neces- 
sity of taking each step only in 
the light of thoro study of intelli- 
gent experimentation; and it shows 
the necessity of continuous critical 
evaluation of current practices in 
the light of the ever-changing con- 
ditions ot man In society. To be 
wavy of dogmatism means merely 
a realization that when we make 
a decision on educational policy 
that seems right in the light of 
current conditions and available 
evidence, it is almost certain not 
:o be right for all time to come. 
This means that the argument that 
merely because certain things have 
been done in the past, or have been 
clone in a certain manner, they 
should continue to be done, and 
be done In this manner, Is per se 
not a valid argument. 
"My wariness of dogmatism has 


come from actually seeing the at- 
tainment of most remarkable edu- 
cational results that many per- 
sons, 
whose 
judgment 
I 
had 


learned to respect, pronounced im- 
possible of attainment; and what 
is more, these results were at- 
tained by the use of a combination 
of subject matter content, ma- 
terials, and methods of instruction 
that these same sane men pre- 
dicted could bring only disaster. 
I have learned that many young 
people of college age are capable 
of further and faster intellectual 
advancement thnn the prevailing 
system has facilitated or even per- 
mitted; and that many 
faculty 


members have within themselves 
possibilities for grcnler effective- 
ness in instruction than adminis- 
trative officers or faculties as a 
group hnve recognized. 
"Thus my distiusL of dogmatism 


has come from the demonstration 
in iecent years in several of the 
hotter institutions that in many in- 
stances what had previously been 
said to be impossible of attainment 
has been proved to be attainable, 
because of the improved perform- 
ance of both students and faculties 


rid or programs that only ten 
yeai s ago would have been dis- 
missed from consideration as ab- 
surd impossibilities This merely 
moans that what is right and 
w h a t is wrong, educationally, 
changes periodically in the light 
of changing conditions and new 
developments. 


No New System. 


"At this point, no doubt, many 


of you are wondering whether I 
have come among you determined 
to try to force upon you the plan, 
which I had a hand 
in framing, 


that was adopted by the University 
oC Chicago seven years ago. The 
answer is 'No ' And for two rea- 
sons. First, 
no educational pro- 


gram can be successfully admin- 
istrated in any institution u n t i l and 
unloss

ness; and second, there a* no pan- 
aceas or mystic formulae in educn 
lion except among; quacks, 
and 


merely because one program may 
be administered successfully by one 
faculty with their particular stu- 
dent body, is no guaranty that the 
same program Is the appropriate 
one for another faculty with an- 
other student body in quite a dif- 
ferent environment. 
"During: the last ten years more 
significant 
improvements 
have 
b«en developed in college and uni- 
versity education In this country 
than in any previous 50 year pe- 
riod in the entue history of these 
institutions. I am delighted to 
know that committees of this fac- 
ulty have studied carefully during 
the last two years some of these 
new procedures tjiat seem to have 
demonstrated best possibilities for 
significant 
results, 
I hope that 


such studies, in the light of local 
conditions, may not only bo con- 
tinued, but be biotKlened and en- 
larged. 
"It seems to me that our most 
impoi tant 
standing 
committee, 


with appropriate changes in per- 
sonnel from time to time, should 
be a committee on educational pol- 
icy and practice. It shouM be both 
the privilege and the duty of this 
committee to study and to report, 
at least once each semester, to the 
appropriate faculty or faculties or 
to the university senate, upon the 
character and results of signifi- 
cant changes in program and pro- 
cedure in other institutions; to re- 
ceive suggestions for studies and 
reports from any and all faculty 
members; and to make recommen- 
dations, to the appropriate admin- 
istrative officer or to the faculty 
of. any school or college, for the 
consideration of proposed changes 
in policy or practice 
"As for the student's program 
of activities, it is just as impor- 
tant that he not be asked (per- 
haps he should not even be per- 
mitted) to spend all his time in 
study and in the class room. He 
has some research to do in learn- 
ing how to live with his fellow 
beings in a manner that will make 
him interesting- and valuable to 
them. Many of the extra cullicu- 
lum 
activities 
contribute 
real 
values to this end. These activi- 
ties have been materially changed 
in character and quality in many 
of our better institutions during- 
the last decade, because the stu- 
dents have lost patience with those 
activities that do not have some- 
thing" really worth while to con- 
tribute to the educational expe- 
riecen of the participants—using 
the word 'educational' in Itc broad- 
est sense, to include personality, 
character, social graces, cultural 
assets and physical skills. 


"Among- universities, as among 


individuals, riches and poverty are 
relative terms. I have been !n two 
of the reputed richest universities 
among- those that are privately en- 
dowed, and in two state univer- 
sities that are reputed to be treated 
most generously by their respec- 
tive legislatures; but I have never 
been in any university that con- 
sidered Itself affluent. A univer- 
sity never has enough money for 
its needs. Some feel poor, finan- 
cially, because they either do not 
spend wisely what they have, or 
because they have expended un- 
wisely—taken on more fields of 
activity than they have resources 
to handle effectively. Our policy 
here should be to be able to show 
that every dollar appropriated by 
the state is wisely expended. 
"Before accepting the call to this 
institution I learned, thru investi- 
gation, that it is sound at the core 
on all major scores. The great ma- 
jority of its faculty members are 
willing- and eager to devote their 
time and talents to the develop- 
ment of the best possible program 
of teaching and research; 
and 
more could not be as-Iced of any 
faculty."

I can well understand my corre- 


spondent's disgust over this hand. I 
have often commented about the 
stiango Impulse that leads players to 
grab tricks in a hurry, the psychology 
evidently bcins that a trick won Im- 
mediately is worth two that develop 
later. 


It is Interesting to note that the 


contract could have been salvaged, 
B\CII afler declarer's short-sighted 
covering of the club' jack. If North 
had been sure that the heart king 
was in East's hand, along with the 
located club stopper, he could have 
run off every trump, discarding one 
licait and low clubs from the dummy. 
This would reduce all hands to six 
raids. Noi Ill's would be £ A 6 3 
and V A Q 8. East's would be 4 Q. 
V K 9, «|» 10 9 6. Dummy would have 
the king-Jive of spades, the seven ot 
hearts and the A K 8 of clubs. West's 
holding would be immaterial. The 
lead of the ace and another spade 
would put East out of the running. 
He would follow to the first round, 
but whatever he discarded on the sec- 
ond would be fatal to his side. If 
he blanked the heart king, declarer 
would cash the ace and king of clubs, 
dlbcarding the spade three and heart 
eight* then would lead the heart to 
his ace, dropping East's king. If East 
chose to discard a club, dummy's 
three clubs would become good. 


This line of play, however, would 


depend on North's guessing that East 
had the heart king, a thing he could 
not do unless East, by squirming or 
agonizing, made the fact plain. With* 
out those valuable guides, a garden 
variety finesse In hearts would b« 
just as good a chance. The real point, 
of course, is that there should hav« 
been no need for a guess. Declarer 
should have preserved the A K Q of 
clubs by ruffing the first lead.

THE NEWSPAPERS occasional- 


ly tell readers of a person who lias 
hiccups (hik'ups) and cannot stop. 
This is a serious trouble and often 
leads to grave results. 
Ordinary 


hiccups, which may last for a few 
minutes to several hours, is a very 
inconvenient and embarrassing dis- 
order. 
Short attacks can be dan- 


gerous if they come in weak infants 
or in frail, aged persons. 


In ordinary hiccups the old-fash- 


ioned remedies, such as holding the 
breath, deep breathing, breathing 
in and out of a paper bag, drawing 
up the logs to the chin or inhaling 
smelling salts, may be found effec- 
tive in stopping the trouble. 
When 


these simple methods fail, induced 
vomiting may stop the hiccups. 
Sometimes an ice bag or a mustard 
plaster applied to the abdomen may 
be helpful. 


Hiccups is due to a spasm of the 


large muscle which separates the 
chest and the abdomen. This mus- 
cle is called the diaphram {di'af- 
ram). 
When, the diaphragm sud- 


denly contracts, the person draws 
in his breath. Of course, the mus- 
cles are controlled by nerves and 
it is the irritation of these nerves 
which brings on the hiccups. This 
Irritation of the nerves may occur 
in the brain itself, or anywhere 
along the course of the nerves. 


Result of Tumor 


Hiccup"? may develop as a result 


of a tumor of the brain or as a result 
of meningitis (men-in-ji'tis), which 
is an inflammation of the lining- 
membrane over the brain. In per- 
sons with sleeping sickness, railed 
encephalitis Icthargica (cn-sef-al- 
i'tfs le-thar'ji-ka), hiccups may oc- 
cur. But hiccups may also develop 
during influenza, malaria, gout or 
chronic kidney disease. The cr.ccs- 
.sivc use of alcohol or tobacco may 
bring on an attack. 


The nerves which run to the dia- 


phragm pars through the client so 
that any disturbance in the chest, 
such as inflammation of the lining 
membrane around 
the heart or 


Inngs, may produce a nerve irrita- 
tion and start the hiccups. Inflam- 
mation of the stomach or the in- 
testines may also produce this con- 
dition. 
In certain cases, unfortu- 


natelv, even after the moat careful 
search, the cause for hiccups ean- 
not be found. 


Hiccup.i may occur at any time 


of life. 
The condition may jiifit be 


uncomfortable, or may he so severe 
anil prolonged as to produce ex- 
haustion and even death. The hic- 
cups may be so rapid as to inter- 
fere with the breathing. 


Drugs Often Helpful 


Certain diugn, railed sedatives, 


may be given to reduce the irrita- 
tion of the nervous system, and 
these p.rc often found beneficial. 
A

drops given every four hours, may 
be of v.nluo 
In severe cases nar- 


cotic drugs may be tried. 
When 


all of those things fail, it may bp 
ncccssaiy to cut the neives which 
run to the diaphragm or to mjfct 
a local anesthetic into thorn. Whore 
hiccups nro brought on by sorro 
emotional disturbance, a genernl 
ane.sthetic may be given to stop the 
trouble. 


Simple cases of hiccup do nr 


great damage as a rule, and ran 
be quickly relieved. 
Long contin- 


ued epres, however, may produce 
exhaustion and for this reason need 
prompt treatment, especially where 
the person 1.1 weak, feeble or con- 
valescing from illness.
